W ashington, Nov. ll (A P)—Con­ 
gress may ask the Army and Navy 
to dem onstrate th a t they are get­ 
ting full value out of defense dollars, 
some legislators said today after a 
disclosure th at the Navy had had 
to correct structural defects in its 
newest class of destroyers. 
Senator Norris (Iud.-Neb.), who 
only recently reversed a life-time 
hiblt of voting against "big Navy” 
appropriations, said he thought tiiat

should 
be 
examined 
m inutely 
to 
determ ine 
th at there was no wastage in de­ 
fense expenditures. 
"We 
certainly 
can’t 
afford 
to 
waste money now and I don’t be­ 
lieve 
the 
need 
for 
construction 
speed is so great th a t we can’t have 
a check on these things,” he added. 
Senator 
Sm ith 
(D.-S. C.) 
and 
Holt (D.-W. Va.) said they thought 
that the naval committee, of which 
they are members, would want to 
have full details on 
construction 
problems before approving any ad ­ 
ditional authorizations for expand­ 
ing the fleet. 
Chairm an Scrugham (D.-Nev.) of 
the house naval appropriations sub­ 
committee already has served notice 
th at he will insist that the Navy 
furnish expert testim ony on the 
value of battleships in view of sub­ 
m arine successes in the European 
w'ar.

that there was an acute need of 
coast and an ti-aircraft defenses all 
along the Atlantic and gulf seabord. 
Starnes recommended outlays for 
these purposes in a report to the 
full com m ittee after a 26.000-mile 
tour of army establishm ents. 
T hat structural defects were dis­ 
covered in heavy 10,000-ton cruisers 
as early as 1930 was disclosed Fri- [ 
day by Charles Edison, acting sec­ 
retary of the Navy, in a letter to ! 
Senator 
Vandenberg

Edison said th a t sternposts in some I 


cruisers were replaced as late as 
1934. He added th a t the Navy had 
m ade changes to correct a lack of 
stability on the part of the newest 
destroyers. 
Vandenberg had written Edison 
asking about reports th a t the Navy 
had 
done 
nothing 
to 
correct a 
"shim m y” in the heavy cruisers and 
top-heavin6ss in the new destroyers. 
Edison said it was found that, 
when the supply of fuel and stores 
ran low on th e destroyers, their 
stability was less than considered 
necessary for successful operation. 
He added, however, th a t the defects 
were not as serious as reports had 
described them and th at steps had 
been taken to correct them. 
The stern posts of the cruisers 
cracked because of faulty casting, 
he said.
